I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  Administration  of  the  County  for  the  year  1940. 
It  lias  beeen  compiled  in  an  abridged  form  in  accordance  with 
instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

It  is  with  pleasure  I record  that  the  general  standard 
of  health  is  satisfactory.  The  two  definite  criteria  which  give 
the  most  reliable  indication  of  the  state  of  health  of  a Com- 
munity are  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  and  the  incidence 
of  Tuberculosis.  In  both  instances  the  figures  give  cause  for 
satisfaction.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  being  31  per  1,000 
live  births  as  compared  with  47  in  1939,  and  55  for  the  10  year 
period  1926 — 35.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  for  1940 
was  55.  The  number  of  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  was  10 
and  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  numbered  8.  The  numbers  for 
1939  were  13  and  10  respectively. 

These  facts  should  not  give  rise  to  complacency,  but 
should  be  an  incentive  to  greater  efforts.  Here  I pay  tribute 
to  the  gallant  and  thorough  work  of  the  Nursing  Superinten- 
dent, Miss  Todd,  and  the  District  Nurses.  They  have  met 
the  extra  and  onerous  demands  made  upon  them  with  un- 
selfish enthusiasm. 

The  general  Sanitary  and  Housing  conditions  existing 
in  the  Country  Districts  are  unsatisfactory  in  many  instances 
and  until  a uniform  standard  of  supervision  is  instituted 
there  is  little  hope  of  improvement.  It  is  redundant  to  say 
the  least  that  the  Health  Services  of  20,000  inhabitants  should 
be  administered  by  nine  separately  constituted  bodies. 

Again  it  is  a pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  help  and 
advice  I have  received  from  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of 
the  several  Health  Committees. 

I also  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Staff  of  my  Department, 
who,  as  always,  have  given  me  loyal  service.
